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The  accompanying  tables  showing  the  maximum,  minimum  and 
average  daily  volume  of  trading  in  wheat  and  in  corn  futures  upon 
Chicago  Board  of  Trade  will  be  of  more  than  passing  interest  to 
members  of  the  trade.     Obviously  each  annual  maximum  and  minimum 
may  be  aooroached  several  different  times  during  the  year.  However., 
during  the  14  years  for  which  records  exist  the  maximum  volume  of 
wheat  trading  did  not  occur  at  all  in  the  months  of  January,  April, 
June,   September  or  December.    The  maximum  volume  occurred  three 
times  in  March  and  three  times  in  August.     On  the  other  hand  the 
minimum  volume  of  trading  in  any  year  did  not  occur  during  the 
months  of  April,  June,  July,  September,.  October  or  November.  Tne 
minimum  volume  occurred  six  times  in  December  and  three  times  in 
August  during  the  14  years  cOiHpared. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  greatest  volume  in  wheat 
futures  trading  in  any  one  day  occurred  July  20,  1933,  and  that  the 
greatest  grain,  market  debacle  in  history  occurred  July  19  and  20  of 
that  year.     July  wheat  had  made  a  high  of  117  l/4  on  July  18  and 
closed  on  July  20  at  90  cents, the  low  for  the  day.     During  the  same 
interim  September  -heat  declined  from  120  l/8  to  90  cents. 

Jus,t  15  days  after  the  greatest  volume  in  wheat  W3s  estab- 
lished there  occurred  the  lowest  volume  , for  any  day,  viz.  ,  1,202,000 
bushels.     Thi6  low  volume  was  brought  about  by  certain  conditions 
resulting  from  the  market  debacle.     The  most  outstanding  of  these 
conditions  were  the  fixing  temporarily  of  minimum  prices  and  the 
e stabli shment  of  fixed  limits  nn  price  fluctuations. 

In  comparing  the  maximum  volume  of  trading  in  corn,  we  find 
the  maximum  volume  occurred  during  the  month  of  Aoril  four  times, 
and  did  not  occur  at  all  during  February,  Way,  September  or  November 
On  the  other  hand  thp  minimum  volume  was  more  evenly  distributed 
throughout  the  year,  occurring  three  tires  ir.  only  one  month,  Octobe 
The  minimum  volume  did  not  at  any  time  fall  in  the  months  of  July, 
September  or  November. 

The  average  daily  volume  in  wheat  ranged  from  59,763,000 
bushels  in  1925  to  23,084,000  in  1931,  while  in  corn  it  ranged  from 
21,073,000  bushels  in  1928  to  4,990,000  in  1932.
